ROOSEVELT PARTY LEAVES 
TRINIDAD FOR RIO DE JANEIRO 


President Goes Fishing in Whale 


ABOARD U. 8. 8S. CHESTER at 
SEA, Nov. 21.— President Roose- 
velt and his party sped down South 
America’s east coast tonight for 
Rio de Janeiro, on the way to the 
Inter-American Peace Conference 
at Buenos Aires. 

The cruisers Indianapolis and 
Chester, bearing the group, left 
Port-of-Spain, Trinidad, at 2:15 
p. m., after an eight-hour stop for 
refueling in Paria Bay. 

President Roosevelt went fish- 
ing in a whaleboat but returned 
empty-handed three hours later. 
Two secret service officerz accom- 
panied him. 

Deputy Governor A, W. Seymour 
of Trinidad visited the President 
aboard the Indianapolis, and James 
Roosevelt, the President’s son, re- 
turned the visit with Capt. Paul 
Bastedo, a presidential aid. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he probably 
would land at Trinidad Dec, 11 on 
his way back from Buenos Aires, to 
do some Christmas shopping. 

The cruisers, expected to reach 
Rio de Janeiro, Nov. 27, steamed 
tonight through alternately cloudy 
and clear weather. 


DUKE OF ATHOLL’S ARMY 
EXEMPT UNDER BRITISH BILL 


Royal Patent Granted by Queen 
Victoria in 1845 Prevents 
Abolition of Kilted Clan. 

By the Associated Press, 
EDINBURGH, Scotland, Nov. 21. 
—The Duke of Atholl’s little army 
cannot be abolished. When. Brit- 
ain’s public order bill receives final 
sanction from Parliament, all po- 
litical uniforms and private armies 
will be barred, except the kilted 
Atholl Highlanders, whose im- 
munity dates from 1845 ‘when 
Queen Victoria granted the present 
Duke of Atholl’s grandfather a 
royal patent. 
Queen Victoria was so delighted 
with the 200 kilted clansmen, armed 
with old Scottish battle-axes, that 
she suggested they be converted 
into a standing army.and presented 
with regimental colors. Although 
the Atholl Highlanders never have 
appeared in the army list, the war 
office recognizes their existence. 
The Duke's little army seldom is 
seen on parade. It appears only 
about once a year—in September, 
the Duke marches at the

E-GUNMAN GETS.

Humbert Costello, ‘‘Best 
Bet” of Old Hogan

TAKEN OFF TRAIN 
ABOUT TO LEAVE. 


Prisoner, Now 38, Began 
His Criminal Career as 
Youngster and Served 
14 Years. 


Black-browed Humbert Costello, 
once the “best bet” of the old “Jel- 
lyroll” Hogan gang of gunmen, sat 
on the wrong side of a barred win- 
dow in the “deportation special” in 
Union Station yesterday and wait- 
ed—because there was nothing else 
to do—for the train to resume its 
journey eastward to the Atlantic 
Seaboard with its cargo of undesir- 
able aliens scheduled for deporta- 
tion to their homelands. 


Humbert, now 38 years old and 
a jailbird since adolescence, was 
headed back for Italy, which he 
had not seen since he was 8 years 
old. It wasn’t a pleasant prospect, 
especially after the banter of jail 
guards about the stern treatment 
of criminals by the Italian police 
and the speculation that Humbert 
might wind up his career on an 
Ethiopian road gang. 

Five minutes before the sched- 
uled noon departure of the train, 
one of the armed guards tapped 
Costello on the shoulder and told 
him a Federal Court order had 
delay6d his departure, temporarily 
at léast. Costello, closely guarded, 
was taken back to the city jail. The 
train left without him. 

Reason for Delay. 

The order that deferred the de- 
portation was issued by Presiding 
Judge Kimbrough Stone of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, who granted 
Costello an appeal from an order 
Friday by District Judge Charles 
B. Davis denying him a writ of 
habeas corpus. In seeking the writ 
the gangster’s counsel contended 
the deportation warrant was de- 
fective in that it said Costello 
was also known as Umberto Miri. 

Costello denied he had ever been 
known by that name, but Immigra- 
tion Department authorities said he 
was born with it, and changed it 
later, first to Cosentino, the pat- 
ronymic of his foster parents, and 
later to Costello, a choice of his 
own. Pending hearing on the ap- 
peal, some time next month, Judge 
Stone ordered Costello held with- 
out bond. 
| ‘Released from prison a year ago 
on parole by Gov. Park, after serv- 
ing 12 years of a 25-year term for 
robbery, Costello has been held 
since in jail in Belleville on the 
deportation warrant. He was 
brought to St. Louis Friday night 
to be handy when the “deportation 
special” arrived to start him on 
his way back home. 


His Criminal Record. 

If upheld by the Court of Ap- 
peals, the deportation order will 
close, for the purposes of Ameri- 
can crime annals, a career which 
began when Costello, just out of 
short pants, was sent to the In- 
dustrial School for delinquency. A 
Workhouse term intervened before 
he served two terms in prison, the 
first, 28 months of a four-year term 
for grand larceny, and the second 
and last, 12 years of the 25-year 
term for the $5000 holdup of the 
jewelry store of William Mauch 
Sr., 1436 South Broadway, in 1920.

20,000 WALK OUT;

PARIS, Nov. 21.—Mobile guards- 
men stood at emergency duty to- 
night as 20,000 strikers paralyzed 
industrial plants and a general 
strike call threatened to affect 17,- 
000 others. 

Under direct order of Premier 
Blum, the Police Prefect of the 
Northern Department heavily re- 
inforced police guards in the strike 
areas. 

The spread of strikes came on 
the eve of the funeral, at Lille, for 
Minister of the Interior Roger Sa- 
lengro, who committed suicide and 


left a note charging Rightists with 
impelling him to his death. Premier 
Blum, his Socialist cabinet and a 
parliamentary deputation, will at- 
tend the funeral tomorrow. 

Collective Bargaining Demand. 

At Toulouse, 12,000 strikers occu- 
pied a knitting mill, while at Lille 
8000 metal workers remained idle 
in protest against the discharge of 
one worker. The Lille strikers de- 
manded collective bargaining, a 40- 
hour week and salary adjustments. 

A dock strike at Bordeaux con- 
tinued to tie up shipping, forcing 
incoming vessels to be re-routed.to 
other ports. At Roubaix, striking 
coalyard workers blocked indus- 
trialists’ attempts to get fuel for 
their factories. 

Strikers and non-strikers clashed 
at Roubaix, dumping a truck into 
a canal and overturning another. 

Demonstration With Funeral. 

Still other strikes enlisted build- 
ing workers at St. Loup and food 
workers in a Paris chain store. 

Workmen strung iloud-speakers 
along the route of a Leftist demon- 
stration in Paris, which was 
planned to coincide with the Salen- 
gro funeral. 

Thirty police boarded the freight- 
er Ariege, at Rouen, at the request 
of French Line officers, and oust- 
ed members of the striking crew 
who were attempting to prevent the 
unloading of the ship. 

“Fascism Will Not Pass.” 

At a mass meeting at the Paris 
Sports Palace in memory of Salen- 
gro, leaders of the Popular Front— 
the left parties which co-operated 
to gain Parliamentary and Gov- 
ernmental power—demanded a clos- 
er union against international Fas- 
cism. 

Twenty-five thousand jammed the 
hall, and thousands stood outside 
while speakers declared: “Fascism 
will not pass.” 

Maurice Thorez, secretary-general 
of the Communist party, called Sa- 
lengro’s death “a crime of Fascism.” 

Thorez continued: 
“The workers of France who cry 
‘justice against the Fascist assas- 
sins of Salengro!’ ‘understand the 
tragic cries of the Spanish people 
who also ask for ‘justice 
the Fascist assassins.’” 
Premier Blum, it was announced, 
was unable to attend the meeting 
because he was “worn with fatigue 
and sorrow.” 

The cry of “planes for Spain!” 
was raised frequently, and several 
persons were ejected by blue-shirted 
Socialist youths.

TELLS HOW IT FEELS 
T0 REGAIN VISION 


“It’s Wonderful,” Says Arkan- 
sas Woman, 25, Blind 
Since She Was 4.

HELENA, Ark., Nov. 21.—“It’s 


wonderful” was Jane Borsch’s re- 


action today to sight that is return- 
ing to her in some unexplained way 
after 21 years of total blindness. 
Partial eyesight returned to the 25- 
year-old student while she was at- 
tending a class at Arkansas State 
College at Jonesboro but she did 
not grasp what was happening un- 
til three days later. 

Since then it has returned -slow- 

but steadily until she now can 

istinguish objects and tell the dif- 
ference between colors. Physicians 
at a Jonesboro hespital could give 
no explanation. She wil go to 
Memphis next week .to receive 
treatment from an-eye. specialist. 

“T don’t know what to think 
about it,” she said today, “but it’s 
Of course, I can’t see 
to read yet but I can see colprs, 
people and the sun, [I still can’t see 
an artificial light. 

“T was sitting in class at college 
two weeks ago when I suddenly 
hac the impression that the teach- 
er and pupil were looking at me. 
Then I became dizzy, nervous and 
ill. There were flashes of light be- 
fore my face. : 

“They took me to the hospital and 
the doctors thought I was bilious. 
Three days after I became ill in 
class I suddenly realized I could 
see the white walls of the hospital. 
Then a nurse came in and I could 
see the outline of hei headdress. 

“Tt was unbelievable at first. Lat- 
er I realized that I must have really 
seen the teacher and students in 
the classroom. I came to my aunt’s 
home here a few days ago and 
seem to be able to see better every 
day. It’s so strange to see around 
a room instead of finding my way 
by touch.” 

She became blind at the age of 
four during a childhood illness. She 
was graduated from the Arkansas 
School for the Blind two years ago 
and was attending college to pre- 
pare herself for a life work of 
teaching the blind.

MAN KILLED, SON INJURED 
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AMERICAN FLYERS 
FIGHT EACH OTHER 
IN SPANISH WAR 


Hired on Promise of $1500 a 
Month and $1000 for Each 
Plane Shot Down.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—American 
aviators are fighting on opposite 
sides in the Spanish civil war, the 
New York Sun said today. Those 
fighting with the Fascists, the 
Sun said, are not aware that 
other, Americans are flying the 
Loyalist planes. Those with the 
Government forces are equally in 
the dark about the identity of the 
pilots in the rebel ships. 

The American pilots, recruited in 
New York, are paid $1500 a. month, 
the Sun says, plus a bonus of $1000 
for every enemy plane brought 
down, 

“It is hard to estimate how many 
American pilots now are taking 
part in the battles above Madrid,” 
the article continues. “Most of 
those recruited here during the 
last month or so are with the Loy- 
alist forces at Madrid; and un- 
doubtedly aided in putting up the 
recent stubborn resfstance againat 
the rebel invaders.” 

Among those listed as fighting in 
Spain are Bert Acosta, who accom- 
panied Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd on a trans-Atlantic flight to 
France in 1927; Eddie Schneider of 
Jersey City, Gordon Berry and 
Maj. Fred A. Lord, who served 
with the British in the World War. 


BENDIX NEGOTIATIONS DROPPED

CABINET DENUUNGES 
RECOGNITION OF JUNTA 


Spanish Government Says Italy 
Wants to Possess Balearic 
Islands, 


By the Associated Press. 

VALENCIA, Spain, Nov. 21.—The 
Spanish Government charged to- 
night that Italian recognition of the 
Fascist junta was spurred by a 
desire for the Spanish Balearic 


Islands and that Germany collab- 
orated with Italy to obtain raw 
materials “for carrying out her ag- 
gressive intentions.” 

Italy, Premier Francisco Largo 
Caballero’s Government asserted, 
wanted the Balearics to enlarge its 
empire. 

The statement, signed by the en- 
tire Cabinet which fled here when 
insurgents reached the suburbs of 
Madrid, said acceptance of “a 
handful of traitors” was designed 
to encourage Gen. Francisco Franco 
after his failure to take the capital 
and looked toward “establishment 
of a hegemony of Fascist states 
of Western Europe.” 

The Caballero Government 
claimed the support of “Mexico and 
the Soviet Union and a majority 
of the world’s democratic countries. 
The historic role of Spain as a bul- 
wark of democracy grows and be- 
comes gigantic.” 

The Socialist Cabinet attributed 
to Spanish Fascists “the same tac- 
tics of destruction en masse of the 
civil population,” which it said Italy 
introduced in Ethiopia, and labeled 
Germany “the mistress in the art 
of violation of treaties and inter- 
national agreements, absent from 
the League of Nations because it 
impedes her aggressive designs.” 


MOTORSHIP SINKS, DROWNING 
CAPTAIN AND SIX OTHERS 


Ten Survivors, Filung Into Icy 
Water, Reach Shore on Rafts; 
Stewardess a Victim. 

By the Associated Press. 

OWEN SOUND, Ontario, Nov. 21. 
—(Canadian Press.)—The 100-foot 
motorship Hibou heeled over sud- 
denly and sank in Georgian Bay 
today, drowning the captain, the 
stewardess and five seamen. Ten 
survivors reached shore on rafts 
which they had paddled with their 
hands for half a mile. They were 
taken to a hospital, suffering from 
exposure. 

Capt. Norman McKay, veteran 
Great Lakes skipper, was on the 
bridge with First Mate James Ag- 
new when the vessel listed sud- 
denly at dawn. Both were thrown 
into the icy water. The first mate 
reached a raft, but the captain was 
drowned. The stewardess, Iona 
Johnson, also lost_her life. 

None of the survivors could ex- 
plain the foundering. The vessel, 
owned by the Dominion Transpor- 
tation Co. of Owen Sound, carried

MADRID, Nov. 21.—Government 


troops began a counter-offensive to- 
night in an effort to surround the 
rebel force holding Casa de Campo 
Park, on the west bank of the 
Manzanares River. 

The action followed slight Loyal- 
ist gains in University City, in the 
northwestern part of Madrid. In 
a cold rain which prevented 
Fascists from continuing the bomb- 
ing of the city from the air, Ma- 
drid militiamen slielled the rebels 
at short range, recaptured the Na- 


tional Institute of Biology and 
freed Loyalist soldiers who had 
barricaded themselves on the up- 
per floors when rebels occupied the 
lower part of the building. 

Following this success Gen. Jose . 
Miaja, in cotimand of defense of 
the city, consolidated his forces for 
a maneuver, he said, to “crush the 
foe in a single, decisive battle.” 

From Villaverde, south of Ma- 
drid, Fascists moved north in a 
surprise attack on Government 
forces. Northeast of Madrid, Fas- 
cist troops pressed on Guadalajara. 

Dynamite destroyed a Fascist 
train on the Huesca-Zaragoza Rail- 
road in Northeastern Spain, ac 
cording to reports reaching here. 
In the South two insurgent air- 
planes bombed and machine-gunned 
the Government stronghold of 
Malaga. 

Little Food or Fuel, 

Although the cold, wet. weather 
kept Fascist bombers on the 
ground, it increased the hardships 
of Madrid residents, due to the 
shortage of food and fuel. 

It was estimated more than 250,- 
000 women, children and old per- 
sons remained to be evacuated, 

The Commissary of Evacuation 
announced 1000 automobiles had 
been requisitioned to carry the 
refugees to safe haven, east and 
south of Madrid. The caravan was 
instructed to bring back food, 

“In view of the fact that the in- 
surgents respect neither women 
nor children in their barbarous 
raids, we've decided to evacuate 
them as a precautionary measure,” 
the commissary said. 

Nine or more families have been 
crowded into single apartments in 
the northeastern zone declared 
neutral as evacuation of the north- 
western and western sections pro- 
gressed. 

Comment on Recognition. 

Government spokesmen, com» 
menting for the first time on recog- 
nition of the Burgos Fascist Gov- 
ernment, by Italy and Germany, 
said it was in evidence the insur- 
gents were convinced they could 
not capture Madrid, 

The Government confirmed the 
death of Buena Ventura Durruti, 
anarchist leader of Catalan volun- 
teers to the Madrid defense. He 
was wounded fatally while leading 
an attack against Fascists in Uni- 
versity City. 

Fascists announced at Talavera 
that the 22-year-old son of Premier 
Francisco Largo Caballero was 
held as hostage.

canceled his $25,000 bond yester- 
day and had him taken to Jeffer- 
son County because of “probable 
danger that he might be rescued 
by violence” from the Newcastle 
jail. 

Denhaydt, a former Lieutenant- 
Governor and ex-Adjutant General 
of Kentucky, told a reporter in his 
cell today: “I am not a killer. I 
didn’t fire the shot that killed her. 
I couldn’t have done such a thing. 
I loved her too much. We were hap- 
py together until this dreadful 
thing happened.” 

The woman was found dead, with 
his pistol at her feet. Denhardt re- 
fused to testify at the inquest, and 
was arrested for murder. He failed 
to take the stand in his own behalf 
at the examining trial yesterday. 
His lawyers explained they did not 
want him questioned until he was 
put on trial.

FDNA BOOKER ESCAPES 
FROM PRISON FARM 


Negro Life-Termer Testified at 
Two Kelley Kidnaping 
Trials, 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 21.— 
Edna Booker, 52-year-old Negro 
serving a life term for murder, 
escaped tonight from State Prison 
Farm No. 1 by climbing a wire 
fence. She was received from St. 
Louis April 11, 1930, following her 
conviction for the death of another 
Wegro woman. 


Edna Booker falsely represented 
that she was the daughter of John 
C. Johnson, State’s witness in the 
Dr. Kelley kidnaping case, who was 
murdered by machine gunners May 
12, 1934, at the home of a St. Louis 
County deputy sheriff. On this rep- 
resentation, she was used as a wit- 
ness in two trials at Clayton. 

Investigation by the Post-Dispatch 
in 1935 disclosed that Johnson had 
no family, and it developed that she 
had made at least one other false 
attempt to pose as heir to a de- 
ceased person. The motive in both 
cases seemed to be the hope of an 
ihheritance. Johnson, however, 
proved to have no estate after his 
debts were paid. 

Her stories, told from behind 
prison bars, deceived officers and 
a Clayton lawyer, whom she engaged 
to represent her, and who dropped 
the case after learning that her 
claim was false. She exhibited a 
letter signed with Johnson’s name, 
which was pronounced later, by a 
handwriting expert, to have been 
written by her.

portion of the figure. The peculia: 
charm of the statue lies in the art- 
ist’s ability to express deep relig- 
ious feeling and emotion without 
a loss of the natural and human 
elements. It represents in sculp- 
ture the same fortunate combina- 
tion that was achieved by the 
painter Raphael, a contemporary of 
Gagini, in his series of Madonna 
portraits. It is the goal toward 
which the early Renaissance was 
striving j and which was not 
achieved until the beginning of the 
sixteenth century and then held 
only for a brief time. Life-size ex- 
amples of Italian Renaissance 
sculpture are now extremely rare 
and the museum considers itself 
fortunate to secure such a large 
and important work.” 
Antonello Gagini, son of Domen- 
ico Gagini, sculptor, was born in 
Sicily in 1478 and died there in 
1536. Aided in his workshop by his 
five sons, he was a dominant char- 
acter in the island’s artistic expres- 
sion of the time. 
Among experts who passed on the 
statue for the museum were Dr. 
Wilhelm Reinhold Valentiner, di- 
rector of the Detroit Institute of 
Arts, and Dr. G. Haydn Huntley of 
the faculty of Washington Univer- 
sity School of Fine Arts. It was 
bought from Joseph Brummer of 
New York for $29,500. 


GERMAN CARDINAL ASKS IF

Dean of Catholic Church Officials 
Issues Pastoral Letter to 

Be Read Today. 
By the Associated Press. 
BRESLAU, Germany, Nov. 21. — 
Johannes Cardinal Bertram, dean 
of German Catholic church officials, 
issued a pastoral letter to be read 
from pulpits in East and West Cen- 
tral Germany tomorrow, asking: 
“After all our sufferings of the 
past 20 years, are the souls of our 
German people, too, to be outraged? 
Are our people to be so torn asun- 
der that one part, like our forbears, 
will worship Jesus Christ as its God 
and Savior while the other part de- 
spises Christ and oppresses His ad- 
herents? 
“All attempts through written pe- 
titions to relieve the faithful from 
the pressure to which their con- 
sciences are being subjected have 
failed. The hour now has come to 
turn to the public.” 
The Cardinal charged that in 
many places “efforts are being made 
to discredit with children the faith 
of their fathers, and thereby sever 
them from Jesus and His church; 
consequently, and also inwardly, 
from their parents.”

area. 

Officials expressed hope of hold- 
ing to 300,000 the number of fami- 
lies to be carried through the win- 
ter. This would be iess than half 
the total aided heretofore by WPA 
and Resettlement. : 

J. W. Tapp, chairman of the 


special drouth committee of the Ag- 
rictulture Department, which has 
designated 1190 counties in 24 
States as emergency areas, said 
the ¢htire list was being reviewed, 
with elimination of many counties 
as the goal. 

Philip F. MacGuire, directing 
drouth aid in the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration, said his agency and 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion were checking every farmer on 
their lists, with the intention: of 
reducing the WPA farmer relief 
job rolls from a peak of 324,205 
workers to about 60,000 by Decem- 
ber 15. | ' 

MacGuire explained that as WPA 
reduces the number of jobs Re- 
settlement will provide direct 
grants for those farmers in “actual 
need.” 

MacGuire said grants to farm 
families averaged about $18 a 
month, but that this would be in- 
creased to as high as $23 where 
fuel and clothing were needed this 
winter. 

WPA’s monthly payments. to 
farmers on relief projects has va- 
ried from .$25 to $50 a month, so 
that, as farmers are shifted from 
jobs to grants, income for some is 
cut in half.

SCIENTISTS COMPLETE 6-YEAR 
STUDY OF HOW COAL BURNS 


Reports of Research Costing $425,- 
000 to Be Made Public 
Next Month. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 21.—Re- 
search workers at Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology completed today 
a six-year study of how coal burns. 
They prepared the last of 62 reports 
of their experiments. The reports 
will be made public Dec. 3. 

Dr. H. H. Lowry of the Bell Tele- 
‘phone Laboratories was chosen to 
direct a staff of 24 workers in the 
laboratory when it was established 
in 1930 by Dr. Thomas S. Baker, 
then president of the institute.

Calis on Missourians to Express 

Gratitude in Appropriate Man- 

ner for Blessings. . 
By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 21. 
Gov. Park called on Missourians to- 
day to observe Thanksgiving day 
Thursday in appropriate manner. 
His proclamation: 

“The President of the United 
States having designated Thursday, 
Nov. 26, 1936, as Thanksgiving day, 

“Now, therefore, in accordance 
with said proclamation and in pur- 
suance of a time-honored custom, I, 
Guy B. Park, Governor of the State 
of Missouri, do appoint said day as 


and request that our people may, in 
appropriate manner, express to the 
Great Ruler of the universe their 
gratitud for His manifold blessings 
already bestowed and invoke His 
divine guidance in the days to 
come, 

“In spite of the severe drouth, 
our nation and State have recov- 
ered from depression. Business 
conditions have improved every- 
where. Laborers are again obtain- 
ing employment, and our farmers 
are receiving higher prices for their 
products. Food and shelter for our 
needy are being provided in greater 
abundance. A brighter day has 
dawned, and the strength and sta- 
bility of our Government are un- 
impaired. The financial condition 
of our State is sound. Factories are 
again in full operation. New and 
better homes are being constructed. 
The condition of our schools was 
never better in the history of our 
State. We are experiencing an in- 
crease in religious fervor and spir- 
itual revival. For all of these biess- 
ings we should be thankful to the 
God who gave them.” 


U. S. AND CANADA INCREASE 
TRADE IN FARM PRODUCTS 


Gains Reported on Items on Which 
Both Countries Have Cut 
Duties. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. — In- 
creases of agricultural trade be- 
tween the United States and Can- 
ada were reported today by the 
Agriculture Department. - Value of 
farm products imported from Can- 
ada was placed at $66,320,000 for 
the first nine months of 1936, a gain 
Of $22,183,000 over the figure for 
the corresponding period in 1935. 
Imports on which the United States 
has reduced duties under a recip- 
rocal trade pact were valued at $13,- 
749,000, a gain of $7,019,000. 

There was an increase of $6,104,- 
000 in the value of farm products 
sold by this country to Canada, of 
which $3,656,000 represented items 
on which Canada reduced duties. 

Total agricultural exports to Can- 
ada were valued at $36,074,000 for 
the nine months, of which $13,689,- 
000 were described as reduced duty 
items. 

Total value of all American ex- 
ports to Canada for the nine 
months, including non-agricultural 
products, was placed at §265,669,000 
or a gain of $34,001,000.

SCIENTISTS IN SUBMARINE- 
TO MAKE STUDY OF GRAVITY 


Expedition Going to Waters Off 
Lesser Antilles to Seek 
Geological Data. 
By the Associated Press. 
PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 21—A 
submarine expedition in. waters off 
the lesser Antilles to obtain more 
exact knowledge of the earth’s 
shape was announced today by 
Prof. Richard M. Field of Prince- 
ton University’s geology depart- 
ment. 
A group of American scientists 
Plan to embark from Panana Nov. 
30 in the United States Navy sub- 
marine, Barracuda, to measure the 
force of gravity in the region where 
the great West Indian Archipelago 
bends toward South America, in 
what is suspected to be one of the 
greatest deformations of the earth’s 
crust. The data is expected to 
throw light on many geological 
problems...

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The 


Chamber of Commerce. of the 


United States said in its periodical 


Washington review today: 

“The Government of the United 
States, as government, is entitled 
to the support and co-operation of 
its citizenship. That rule is uni- 
versal. . 

“The government also is entitled 
‘to the expression of honest criti- 
cism, based upon facts and experi- 
ence, regarding any steps that it 
may propose. Business, too, has the 
right to expect co-operation from 
the Government.” 

The Chamber added its objective 
was “to arrive, aS nearly as possi- 
ble. at a consensus of business 
opinion and to bring its conclusions 
to the attention of those adminis- 
tering the affairs of government 
and to the public.” 

The general expression of policy 
wa sthe latest of several statements 
stressing co-operation which have 
been issued in business and admin- 
istration quarters since the election. 
One such, urging industry to give 
a “fair share’ of jobs .-to- older 
workers and to unskilled labor, 
was made by President Roosevelt, 

State Compacts. 

Publication of the Washington 
review followed approval by the 
Chamber of Commerce directors of 
a committee report suggesting that 
business men carefully survey the 
possibilities of regulating industry 
through State compacts. . 

The report said such ‘regulation 
as that over electric utilities, milk 
production, use of -natural re- 
sources and the like might be ac- 
complished by agreements among 
States with similar interests. The 
agreements would be subject to ap- 
proval by Congress, the report said, 
thus assuring that States would 
deal with regulatory matters in a 
way “consistent with national in- 
terest.” 

“Through the use of compacts 
among States,” it added, “there 
would be respect for the constitu- 
tional reservation to the States of 
all powers not expressly granted 


h to the Federal- Government, with 


the practical effect the courts in 
reviewing compacts could take a 
more liberal view than in constru- 
ing -legislation purpurting to be 
based upon limited Federal Pow- 
ers. 

Opposes Railway Legislation. 
Discussing specific economic 
questions, the review said bills to 
provide a six-hour day for railroad 
workers, to limit the length of 
trains and provide full crews, 
would “seriously interfere with re- 
sponsibilities of railroad manage- 
ment” and add $900,000,000 to the 
annual cost of railroad operations.

Textiles, spurred by booming 
cotton cloth quotations, again paced 
the advance. Commodity men 
found it necessary to thumb the 
records back to January, 1928, to 
duplicate the current 8 cents a 
yard price for cotton cloth. 

‘Rising 25 per cent in six weeks, 


this staple reflected record-break- 
ing demand for cloth in every 


quarter of the trade. Wool and 


silk shared the mark-up. 
Raw Materials Bought Heavily. 
Raw materials of industry were 
bought heavily. Rubber jumped

scouring the market for such stocks 
as were available. Trade circles 
said packers held off the market 
during the period, 

Other industrial staples that 
chalked up gains included: Bitu- 
minous coal, burlap, zinc and lead.

IOWA CRUSHES 
SIMMONS STARS 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—In as 

bruising and battering a battle as 

even the hardiest football fan could 


ask, Iowa's football Hawkeyes 
sprang a major surprise on an 
Eastern power today by walloping 
Temple University’s Owls 25 to 0. 

Twenty-two thousand fans turned 
out for the game despite a cold 
wind, and in addition to the regu- 
lation gridiron fare, they were 
treated to an assortment of rough, 
tough tactics on both sides, that 
brought 90 yards in penalties, 75 of 
them to Iowa, and resulted in nine 
men being carried off the field, six 
of them from the Iowa lineup. 

The play of Homer Harris, a 
rugged Iowa end, on the defense, 
and the offensive brilliance of the 
flashy Oze Simmons and hig half- 
back running mate, Bush Lamb, 
were the outstanding factors of the 
victory. 

Lamb scored €wo of his team’s four 
touchdowns, and generally led the 
Hawkeyes throughout the game. 

The fans had hardly settled in 
their seats before Lamb sprinted 72 
yards for the firat touchdown.

He also led 
the league in fielding third base in 
1929 with the Cardinals. -His superb 
hitting in the pinch. clinched the 
1928 National League flag for the 
Cardinals, the Cards finishing one 
and one-half games ahead of the 
Giants.

Mother of a college-graduate 
daughter, the modest, prematurely 
gray Mrs. Weston will head a com- 
mission which regulates pari-mu- 
tuel betting involving a turnover 
of $1,250,000 this year.

Born in Mercer, 42 years ago, 
her interest in horses and light 
harness racing began with her 
marriage in 1915. 


But chiefly her life has centered 
in her home and family. What 
absorbed her husband and daugh- 
ter was her own interest, also.

Many duck shooters have fared 
little better than the quail hunters. 
Warm weather, calm breezes and 
generally fair conditions have in- 
fluenced the migrators to loiter 
along the way. Once reaching our 
hunting territory, idly swimming 
around far out from shore and 
refusing to be decoyed has only 
tended to aggravate the disposition 
of the hunter who waited hours in 
the blind. 
Natives and frequent visitors to 
the Lake of the Ozarks are in gen- 
eral accord that the ducks and 
geese are very slow in ‘arriving in 
their usual numbers. Very few lim- 
its have been taken although the 
exceptions prove the rule.

Good News for Hikers. 


According to conversations with 
Karl G. Johannboeke and Ralph 
E. Mooney, leaders of the Missouri 
Walk-Ways Association; it will not 
be long before Missourians will have 
walking trails similar to the fa- 
mous Appalachian trail which leads 
from New England through Wash- 
ington, D. C., into South Carolina. 

The association was formed pri- 
marily to establish these trails 
along points of interest in our 
State. Constant queries and pleas 
for conducted hikes forced Mooney, 
who has covered the well known 
European trails, to form a club 
which boasts of an 800 member- 
ship with over 300 men and women 
having taken an active part in the 
hikes. 

Eventually leading into. the heart 
of the Ozarks via the dirt roads 
of Hillsboro, the club intends to 
have a scenic trail dotted at 15- 
mile intervals with inns similar-to 
Germany and European countries. 
These inns will serve as dormi- 
tories with separate quarters for 
men and women and continuously 
chaperoned by a married couple. 
Fifteen. miles is considered a good 
day’s hike although ambitious 
walkers might cover the 30 miles 
from dawn to dusk.

‘INSULATION 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 21.—Paul 
E. Stark of Madison, Wis., was 
elected president of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
today. The board of directors took 
under consideration an invitation 
for the 1937 convention to meet in 
Pittsburgh. : 

The association in their final busi- 
ness session adopted the report of 
the Real Estate Finance Commit- 
tee urging creation of a central 
mortgage discount bank and ap- 
proving the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration with amendments to 
make the act “more useful” to the 
real estate business. 

The real estate men are con- 
vinced their business is swinging 
upward, but they were warned 
against a boom with its subsequent 
excesses and eventual depression. 

Note of Optimism. 

Retiring President Walter W. 
Rose of Orlando, Fla., was the first 
to sound the note of optimism, de- 
claring that rising rents in the last 
year have improved the earning 
power of real estate, enhancing its 
appeal to investors. He visualized 
a continued improvement and called 
on the 1200 delegates to prepare 
themselves for the period ahead. 

Benjamin F. Bills, Chicago, 
struck a similar key, asserting 
that the real estate business is on 
the threshold of one of its greatest 
eras of development. But he cau- 
tioned against recurrence of “boom 
excesses.” 

The association heeded the warn-

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Vacancies Reduced to 3.7, 
Per Cent in Three Years, 


Fresh evidence of the strong de- 
mand for homes that has led to the 
widespread revival of residential 
building activity in 1986 is shown in 
local reports of residential vacancies 
brought together and analyzed by 

_the division of economics and sta- 
tistics of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, according to Stewart 
McDonald, Federal Housing Admin- 
istrator. 

Out of 19 cities in 10 states which 
haye conducted surveys in 1936, 13 
showed that less than 2 per cent of 
0 homes were vacant, Of 
the 20 cities reporting vacancies in 
all types of residential structures in 
1936, 16 reported vacancies of 3 per 
cent or less. Such figures, Mr. Mc- 
Donald said, indicate difficulty in 
obtaining satisfactory housing, and 
go far to explain the fact that dur- 
ing the first nine months of 1936 
more houses were built, as shown 
by rmit statistics, than 
during the corresponding period of 
the three years 1932, 1933 and 1934 
combined. The accumulated deficit 
of housing construction resulting 
from the depression is rapidly being 
translated into terms of effective 
demand, with consequent improve- 
ment in the entire home real estate 
market. : 

Aim of Administration, 

Tt is the aim of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration through its mu- 
tual mortgage insurance system to 
enable private capital to furnish the 
credit required for sound construc- 
tion needed to keep the supply of 
new housing in step with demand, 
thus protecting families against 
acute local shortages, and serving to 
place the home-building industry on 
@ more stable basis, Mr, McDonald 
said. 

Although the surveys are not con- 
ducted on a strictly comparable 
basis in all the cities and there- 
fore do not permit definite con- 
clusions as to relative conditions 
between one city and another, the 
reports as a whole indicate a large 
and substantial diminution in va- 
cancies since 1933. The median 
percentage of vacancies for cities 
reporting in that year was 7.3 per 
cent compared with 2.0 per cent in 
1936. For one-family dwellings the 
median was 4.5 per cent in 1933 and 
only 1.6 per cent in 1936. 
Other Large Cities, 

Among the larger cities reporting, 
San Diego, Cal., where as in most 

of the other cities listed, the Real 
Estate Board co-operates with the 
Postoffice in making an annual 
count, there was in 1936 a 2 per 
cent vacancy for ail types of resi- 
dential. units with 83 
per cent in 1938, 8.10 per cent in 1934 
and 4.2 per cent in 1935. Indianapo- 
lis, Ind., reports 3 per cent in 1936 
compared with 12.1 per cent in 1932. 
Des Moines, Ia., reports.1.7 per cent 
in 1936 compared with 5.1 per cent 
in 1933. St. Louis reports 3.7 per 
cent in 1936 compared with 10.4 per 
cent in 1933. Utica, N. Y., reports 

2.6 per cent representing the fourth 

successive decrease from the high 

point of 5.6 per cent reached in 1932. 

Oklahoma City, Ok., reports 1.5 per 

cent in April, 1936, a decrease from 

9.7 per cent reported in April, 1933. 

In Pittsburgh, Pa., a survey un- 
dertaken in May, 1936, supervised 
by the Bureau of Business Re- 
search of Pittsburgh University, 
showed 3 per cent comparing 
vacancy with 84 per cent shown at 
the time of the Real Property In- 
ventory of February, 1934. San 

Antonio, Tex., reports 3.0 per cent 

in April, 1936, less than half the 

7.2 per cent reported in. March, 

1933. Seattle, Wash., reports 2.1 per 

cent as of February, 1936, compared 

with 3.0 per cent in April, 1935.

Take Stand on Tax. 


The association also assumed a 
stronger position with reference to 
its six-point tax program by revis- 
ing its proposal for over-all tax 
limitation with a recommendation 
that the present ad valorem tax 
system be reached by a system of 
declaring values by basing assess- 
ments on income, productivity or 
utility. 


It was proposed to carry the rec- 
ommendation directly to the State 
legislatures through the local real 
estate boards and State organiza- 
tions. 

The Federal Housing Administra- 
tion shared liberally in the discus- 
sion with the association formally 
reiterating its opposition to con- 
tinuation of the Federal Govern- 
ment’s housing program. 

A report of the Housing Commit- 
tee was adopted urging the Govern- 
ment to abandon its direct housing 
projects and turn them over to pri- 
vate enterprise. The association 
also expreessed belief that the clear- 
ance of slums districts should be 
undertaken by local governments 
with financial help if necessary, 
from Federal agencies. 


For Continuance of FHA. 

A resolution introduced by the Fi- 
nance Committee instructed the as- 
sociation president to seek such 
legislation at the next session of 
Congress as would insure a continu- 
ance of the FHA for 10 years, 

The Housing Committee report 
said the 50 housing projects so far 
undertaken by the Public Works 
Administration “do not mark any 
material advance in thought or 
planning and have been carried on 
at a cost far greater than would 
have been the case if such projects 
had been built through private en- 
terprise.” 

The opinion was expressed that 
“high taxes on homes is still one of 
the greatest obstacles to better 
housing and that no sound national 
housing policy can be evolved 
which does not seek to deal with 
this factor.” 

Address by McDonald. 

This action was taken in the face 
of a declaration by Stewart Mc- 
Donald, Federal Housing Adminis- 
trator, during the course of the con- 
vention adgress, that the next Con- 
gress will be asked to continue ti- 
tle 11 of the FHA which provides 
for a Government guarantee of the 
debentures issued in exchange for 
properties which, because of default 
under insured mortgages are con- 
veyed to the administrator. 


McDonald told the convention 
that the FHA “is not an eleemosy- 
hary or charitable institution,” that 
there are “no free rides or Christ- 
mas trees attached to it,” and that 
it is “a plain business proposition 
built on sound business practices.” 
“It is our belief,” he said, “that it 
would be a great mistake not to 
continue the Government guaran- 
tee and we intend to make this rec- 
ommendation to the coming Con- 
gress.”

A midget sprinkler, system for | 
the small home has recently been 
perfected which gives . automatic 
protection against fire to the resi- 
dence in the same way that com- 
mercial and industrial structures 
are protected. 

The system can easily be in- 
stalled under the ceiling of any 
basement. It is connected to the 
domestic water supply and is piped 
with soft copper tubing installed in 
a loop. The loop traverses the en- 
tire basement and thus produces an 
even distribution of water and 
pressure, no matter where the op- 
erating sprinkler may be. 

The sprinkler heads are held 
tightly shut by a quartzoid . bulb 
which will open only when sub- 
jected to a temperature of 135 de- 
grees. When the bulb opens water 
issues from the tubing and is 
broken up by the heads into a /pres- 
sure-driven rain. As soon as the 
water flows through the tubing to 
an open head an alarm is auto- 
matically sounded -by a speedex 
alarm valve. This valve, a combi- 
nation alarm, ‘check, and gate 
valve, is installed between the do- 
mestic supply connection and the 
loop of the sprinkler tubing. 
Ordinarily the check valve is 
closed, but when a head opens the 
rush of water opens the check valve 
and it acts to establish an electric 
current which rings the bell and

In mixing paint be sure to add 
color sparingly, as a little pig- 
ment often has a tremendous ef- 
fect on even a large can of 
paint.

When you finally mix in the 
large can, add a very little color 
at a time, and test frequently. 


Brick Requires No 
Treatment for Paint 


No special treatment is ordinar- 
ily needed when old brick struc- 
tures are to be painted. They usu- 


ally receive, and satisfactorily hold 
for years, high quality exterior 
paints such: as are used upon wood 


and cement paints. 
It is desirable first to point up 


the bricks is crumbling before ap- 
plying paint. lEfflorescence of 
water-soluble salts often appears 
on unpainted brick structures. 
These salts are mainly compounds 
of calcium, brought to the surface 
by absorbed rain water. Before 
painting the wall the efflorescence 
should be removed by dry brushing 
or by scrubbing with water. 

Before painting, new brick struc- 
tures should be allowed to dry for 
several months. The priming coat 
in such instances should usually 
contain a very substantial amount 
of high-grade exterior spar varnish 
to act as a sealing film. The use 
of such special primer does away 
with suction spots and alkali effects 
which otherwise might be indicated.

Q. I have been reading your 


column and wonder if I too may 
ask a question. I have an as- 


streaked on one side near the 
chimney. Can you advise me if I 
can use oil paint to cover same?

A. Oil paint can be used to paint 
shingles but you will probably find 
it less expensive to wash these 
streaks from the shingles. Evidently 
some dirt has become lodged near 
the chimney whieh accounts for 
the streaking.

Q. When building a house with- 
out a basement what is the best 
way to avoid moisture affecting the 
hardwood floors? 

How can I fasten the soap dish 
on the sink which is loose. The dish 
is china and the part it fits into 
is of chromium. MRS. E. L 

A. When a house is built without 

a basement the usual procedure is 
to place a two-inch.layer of coarse 
concrete on four inches of well 
packed cinders. A membrane water- 
proofing is placed over this, then 
another three inches of concrete 
and on top of this the hardwood 
floor is laid. 
Get some patching plaster or 
plaster of paris and follow the direc- 
tions given on the carton. This is 
the simplest way of fastening the 
dish. 


Q. My roof has wooden shingles 
covered with roofing paper, edges 
of which are nailed with wooden 
strips. In a few places the rain 
seeps into the attic. Right above 
the leak on the roof I cannot find 
any holes, It looks like the leak is 
far from the place where it drips in 
the attic. How can I locate it? 
G~ Eile 
A. The only way of locating a 
leak of this kind where you can see 
no holes is to follow the stream of 
water to a point in the roof where 
it seems to be coming through. 
Mark the spot and on a sunny day 
drive a nail through from the in- 
side to mark the place on the roof. 
Roofing paper should be put down 
with roofing cement and roofing 
nails for best results.

Q.. I have a new bungalow and 
when it is cold and I make a fire 
in the furnace the windows sweat 
so that the water runs down on 
the woodwork. Can you tell me 
what causes this and how it can be 
stopped? Can you tell me how to 
take an oil spot out of a concrete 
block ? WM. H. G. 
A. In new houses there is always 
considerable dampness in the lum- 
ber and plaster work which causes 
too much humidity. This condition 
should clear up as soon as the 
plaster dries out. Ventilation will 
help clear up some of the condensa- 
tion. 
To remove an oil stain from a 
concrete block saturate white Can- 
ton flannel in a mixture of equal 
parts of acetone and amyl acetate 
and place over stain. Scrubbing 
with gasoline or benzine will often 
remove oil stains but great care 
should be taken in handling these 
products as they are highly inflam- 
mable,

Q. The cellar floor is in bad 
shape, and I am going to install a 
new one.

for the bulbs and one or two seeds, 
must be done in spring or _ early

With a little forethought on the 
part of the contractor and owner 
some planting can be done before 
the building work is completed so 
that when the furniture is moved 
in to make the inside of the house 
cozy and homelike the outside will 
not look raw. Grass can be planted 
and will grow quickly. It must be 
given lots of water through the hot, 
dry days of summer, but with this 
care a nice green lawn will develop 
in short order.

or so on the walls. Lay your new 
floor over it and be sure it is a 
good concrete mix—say, one part 
cement, two and one-half parts 
sand and three and one-half parts 
broken stone or gravel. Use as lit- 
tle water as possible and trowel it 
well. Place three pieces of bev- 
eled siding around the entire out- 
side wall before placing the con- 
crete so set that they will form 
a wedge-shaped groove around the 
perimeter of the floor. By using 
beveled siding these wood pieces 
can be easily removed. Pack this 
groove with oakum and hot pitch 
and cover the top with a covex of 
concrete made of one part cement 
and three parts sand.

Q. I have a small bungalow. The 
living room has an imitation fire- 
place (with electric socket). Is it 
possible to build a fireplace, and 
safely burn legs in it? If so what 
would the cost be approximately? 
HOME OWNER. 
A. Fireplaces built for electric 
fixtures cannot be used and it will 
be necessary to have a chimney 
built. Usually a fireplace of this 
kind is of light construction and 
must be completely rebuilt to func- 
tion properly. Cost would depend 
on the type of fireplace you want 
to install and we suggest that you 
consult an architect for a plan and 
get an estimate from a reliable con- 
tractor.

Q. We have frequently had from 
18 to 20 inches of water in our 
basement. Please tell me if there 
are electric pumps available that 
will prevent flooding. G. W. 
A. Yes, indeed. Electric pumps 
for basements have been greatly 
improved in recent years. The 
better pumps are now entirely 
automatic in their operation. They 
are equipped with a float valve 
which automatically starts the 
pump if there is water in the 
sump in which the pump is placed. 
An electric pump is cheap yet very 
effective protection against dam-

From an engineering standpoint, 
this is not experimental, as thou- 
sands of the 60 h, p. V-8 engines 
have been placed in service the last 
year in Great Britain and on the 
Continent. Although the new en- 
gine is only now reaching the Amer- 
ican motoring public, it is a “second 
year” engine, reflecting the benefit 
of reports from a large number of 


users who had it in service under 


almost every operating condition. 

The new engine, as one of the 
two power units for the standard 
112-Iinch chassis and body of the 
Ford V-8 for 1937, is a smaller 
counterpart of the 85 h. p. V-8 
motor, of which 3,000,000-odd are 
now in use. 

Its new engine is approximately 
two-thirds the size of the 85-horse- 
power engine, but, because of its 
smaller cylinders, can operate with 
a higher compression ratio and de- 
livers more than two-thirds the 
power of the larger unit. 

To provide adequate acceleration, 
the new engine has a top gear ratio 
of 4.44 to 1, as compared with 3.78 
to 1 with the larger engine.

as-to Use of Proper Light Oil, 
Cited by Mobiloil. 
Advancing from January to No- 
vember the date of motordom’s an- 
nual showing’ of new models has 
changed the buying habits of Amer- 
ican motorists. 


Figures recently compiled by the 
automotive engineering department 
of. the Socony-Vacuum Oil Co. in- 
dicate that new passenger car reg- 
istrations in January, February and 
March of last winter reached a na- 
tional total of 793,722 units as com- 
pared with 568,727 in the preteed- 
ing winter of 1935. 


It has become the custom of many 
motorists to buy their cars early 
and break them in during the win- 
ter. Cold weather makes it advis- 
able for motorists to exercise spe- 
cial care in breaking-in their cars, 
according to a recent Mobiloil serv- 
ice bulletin, which points out: 


Light Oil for Winter Driving. 


“In modern engines, all the work- 
ing surfaces are finished much 
more accuratel,, and with far more 
smoothness than ever before, thanks 
to new machining methods and new 
devices for méasuring surface fin- 
ish. In combination with new bear- 
ing materials, specially coated pis- 
tons, harder cylinders and much 
closer fits, this means quieter op- 
eration, better economy and longer 
life, but it also involves special 
precautions during the break-in pe- 
riod of new cars. 

“First and foremost, very light 
oils must be used, especially in cold 
weather. Failure to observe this 
precaution will almost inevitably re- 
sult in lack of lubrication and seiz- 
ure of parts. 

“Second, after the first few hun- 
dred miles, it is safe to drive a car 
at high speeds, and such driving 
usually is decidedly beneficial in 
bringing the parts to a perfit fit. 
Contrary to the popular impression, 
prolonged driving at low or mod- 
erate speeds does not truly run in 
an engine. In fact, many cases 
have been reported where piston 
rings did not seat and seal perfect- 
ly until the engine had been given 
a hard run, the ultra smooth sur- 
face of the cylinders being respon- 
sible for this. 

“Third, the light oils used for 
breaking in give entirely adequate 
bearing protection even at top 
speeds and may be continued in 


S| service for several thousand miles 


—at least through the cold weather 
period — providing the crankcase 
supply is kept clean by regular 
draining and the usual precautions 
for winter driving are followed. 
Worth Wile Precautions, 
“Fourth, once the rings have been 
brought to a proper fit, the oils 
used for running-in give good mile- 
The damage and inconveni- 
ence which may result from the use 
of heavy oils will inevitably be far 
more costly than the slight possible 
saving obtained by the small in- 
crease in mileage they may afford. 
“Two added precautions are worth 
while in winter. In-cold weather, 
moisture condensec from the ex- 


haust gases collects on the cylinder

The overdrive is in effect a 
fourth gear, which automatically 
comes into action at a predeter- 
mined speed of 35 to 45 miles an 
hour, pending on the car model 
in which it is installed.

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‘Needless Pessimism’ of Allied 


Generals After U. 


C iti * ed 


S. Entered War, 
by Lloyd George 


In War Memoirs He 


Cites Report of Gen. 


Wilson Setting Date for End of Con- 
flict in 1919 or 1920. 


NFELLESS pessimism of Allied commanders, in the summer of 1918, 
and their failure to realize the numerical superiority which the 


Allies had gained through the accession of the American forces, are dis- 


cussed by David Lloyd George, wartime Prime Minister of Great Britain, 


in the installment of his War Memoirs printed today. 


It is to be 


noted that the name “Wilson,” as it appears in this installment, refers 
not to the President of the United States, but to. Sir Henry Wilson, 


chief of the British Imperial General Staff. 


By DAVID LLOYD GEORGE. 


VER since his appointment as 
E Supreme Commander, Marshal 

Foch had been planning for an 
Allied offensive campaign. Mishaps 
and defeats postponed the execution 
of his plan, but never altered his 
resolve. As soon as he saw that 
his counter-attack at Villers-Cotte- 
rets had succeeded, he drew up a 
memorandum outlining his pro- 
posals, which he laid before the Al- 
lied commanders at a council of 
war on July 24. 

Foch’s memorandum etarted by 
pointing out that his counter- 
stroke had not only stopped the 
fifth German offensive, but had 
turned it into defeat. This defeat 
must be exploited, not only in 
Champagne, but on a much wider 
scale. The Allies were now fully 
equal to the enemy in number of 
battalions and combatants, and held 
a superiority of reserves. 

The Allies also held an undoubted 
superiority in airplanes, tanke and 
artillery. And with the Americans 
pouring in at the rate of 250,000 
men a month, would steadily in- 
crease their preponderance; while 
the fact that the Germans had been 
stopped and defeated gave us now 
a moral superiority. 

“The time has come to abandon 
the general defensive attitude hith- 
erto necessitated by numerical in- 
feriority and to go over to the of- 
fensive,” Foch said. 

(Military details of Marshal 
Foch's proposal are then given.) 

Objections by Generals. 

The scheme was not acceptable 
to the French and British Com- 
manders-in-Chief. To quote a 
French military writer: 

“Haig and Petain plead the fa- 
tigue of their armies; Pershing, the 
inexperience of his. Not one of the 
three Commanders-in-Chief frames 
a formal refusal, however, being 
convinced that events will be re- 
sponsible for bringing the plan of 
the General-in-Chief of the Allied 
armies back within the bounds of 
their own conceptions.” 

Foch records in his memoirs that 
at the council of war on July 24, 
both Haig and Petain were great- 
ly surprised at the magnitude of 
Foch’s plan and the number of op- 
erations it contemplated. 

Petain wrote to Foch two days 
later saying that he thought the 
most they could hope to achieve 
in 1918 would be the attack on the 
St. Mihiel salient and operations to 
clear the Armentieres pocket. 

Even Foch did not in July fore- 
see that we should be able to fin- 
ish off the war in 1918, and he 
thought the concluding blow would 
have to be struck in the following 
year. 

Factors in Ending War. 

So far as the military situation 
on the Western Front was _  con- 
cerned, that was probably the sound 
view. But our victories in the Bal- 
kans and Palestine, which drove 
Bulgaria and Turkey out of the 
war, and the shattering effect of 
our blockade upon the morale of 
Germany and Austria, were to com- 


bine with Foch’s strategy in the 
West to bring about an earlier con- 
clusion. . 

The British military view was 
communicated to the Cabinet by 
Sir Henry Wilson, chief of the Im- 
perial General Staff, first in a ver- 
bal report on the effect of the Ger- 
man defeat and subsequently in an 
“appreciation” of the situation 
dated July 25. 

Before preparing it he visited Sir. 
Douglas Haig at his headquarters 
on July 21 to consult him as to his 
opinions on the military situation 
and outlook. As a result I received 
a remarkable document from him 
entitled, “British Military Policy, 
1918-1919.” 


Sir Henry Wilson also knew Pe- 
tain’s views about the possibilities 
of 1918. Bearing this in mind, one 
is driven to judge his appreciation, 
not as a mere personal opinion of 
a very clever but somewhat erratic 
officer, but as representing the sum 
of the military wisdom and fore- 
sight available to him either at the 
War Office, at the British G. H. Q. 
in France, or at the French G. H. Q. 


Judged from that standpoint, the 
document is an astounding produc- 
tion. t leaves one gasping at its 
wild irrelevancies to the reality of 
the position. Alike in fact and fore- 
cast, it was grotesquely wrong. 

Wilson’s memorandum bears date 
July 25. It was, therefore, written 
after.the last German offensive 
around Rheims of July 15-17, and 
Foch’. great counter-attack of July 
18 which smashed the Germr~ sa- 
lient and compelled them to with- 
draw from the Marne. 

The Germans had been so weak- 
ened by war wastage and so dis- 
heartened by their defeat in their 
Champagne offensive that they had 
been compelled to abandon all hope 
of carrying cut further major of- 
*“ msives in the west and were busy 
organizing the whole front for de- 
fensive warfare. | 

It was written when Austria was 
falling to pieces, when the Bulga- 
rian army was disintegrating and 
the Turkish army had been reduced 
to a ragged remnant. 

Bearing these facts in mind, let 
us see what information and ad- 
vice » r chief military adviser has 
to offer the Government as the re- 


sult of his consultation with G. 
H. Q. 
Gen. Wilson’s Memorandum. 


Wilson’s memorandum starts 
with a review of the outcome of 
the Champagne battle. He correct- 
ly notes that the German offensive 
has been neutralized, and that: “As 
the result of these operations the 
Germans may be said to have lost 
the initiative in that particular part 
of the field, and the threat to 
Paris has been greatly lessened. 


Wilson then asserted that Prince 
Rupprecht, on the Flanders front, 
gtill had his reserves intact and it 
remained to be seen whether that 
offensive would materialize at once,

As- 
suming that the Germans are al- 
ready 200,000 under strength; that 
they do not enlist large numbers of 
Russians in their forces, and that 
the Americans keep their promises, 
he hopes that the present Allied in- 
feriority of numbers (which he puts 
at 30,000 rifles) may have changed 
by July, 1919, to a superiority of 
400,000 or more. He accordingly 
concludes that it, will be possible for 
the Allies to take the offensive in 
July, 1919.

and peace, was to sit tight in the 
west’ until July, 1919, when a mili- 
tary success of indefinite utility 
might perhaps be attained. 

(Similar pessimistic views of 
Gen. Jan Christiaan Smuts, South 
African military counselor of. the 
Allies, are cited.) 

High Command Criticised. 


How fortunate it was that the 
Government did not take too seri- 
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ously the opinions and advice ten- 
dered by ite military experts. Had 


we really believed their morbid 


prognostications at that time we 
might well have felt bound, in the 
interests of the country, to bring 
the war to a hasty and abortive 
end, rather than astate our peo- 
ple by a continuance of it, drag- 
ging on into 1920. 

The judgment of the high com- 
mands on military prospects was 
never reliable. Our military lead- 
ers swung from the extreme of op- 
timism to the opposite extreme of 
pessimism. Neither of those two 
moods had any justification in the 
actualities of the situation. 

In 1917 Haig was convinced that 
even if Russia withdrew from the 
alliance, if France had not com- 
pletely recovered and the Ameri-/ 
cans were too untrained to fight, 
the British army alone, under his 
command could beat the Germans 
in 1918, Then he plunged 
mood of inert and sulky gloom. 

Joffre and*Foch were always op- 
timistic—often without reason. On 
the other hand, Petain was _in- 
variably timid and inclined to de- 
jection. 

What power is there so absolute 
as that of the commander of a 
great army? Great power is like 
alcohol. It exhilarates most men 
beyond the bounds of reality. In 
others it has the effect of depress- 
ing their spirits. But in all cases 
it poisons judgment.

_ Schumann-Heink had sung 
at the White House many times 
since the days when she first ap- 

there as a guest of Presi- 
and Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, 
were very fond of her. She 
gng for them first while he was 
governor of New York and when 
the Roosevelts entered the White 
House she sang for them twice 
there. One night, after she had 
sung his favorite songs, in one of 
those White House-vecitals, Roose- 
velt crossed over to Mme. Schu- 
mann-Heink, shouting in his enthu- 
ciastic WAY’: “Wonderful! Wonder- 
ql!” The singer remarked after- 
wards: “I almost thought he was 
going to embrace me.” In her auto- 
biography she wrote thus of the 
incident: “Mrs. Roosevelt was 
there, and she had a white dress 
on and looked lovely. I kissed her 
nand in my old way—Jjust as I used 
to for royalty. Schumann was with 
me, and he sat beside Mrs, Roose- 
velt afterward, and she talked to 
him. He tried so hard to make him- 
self understood in his bad English. 
She carried a beautiful bouquet that 
night and he begged her for a few 
blossoms. She gave them to him, 
and he had them framed when he 
went back to Germany. This was 
a sweet memory of the First Lady 
of the Land. Mrs. Rooosevelt after- 
ward gave me pictures of her sons, 
and we had a bond of sympathy in 
our children. I really loved her 
and admired him. He was a great 
American, It was always America 
first and foremost for Roosevelt. 
And I must say, the hardest thing 
done to him—the thing that hurt 
him most, was when they wouldn't 
allow him to go to the war. I am 
sure he never got over that. How 


could he?” 
P rooseveLt sat in a Wash- 
ington theater the night word 
came that Schumann had died in 
Germany and he was the first to 
offer his condolences. The singer 
told afterward that by a strange 
premonition she began to weep when 
she sang “Home Sweet Home” at 
the last and looking at Roosevelt 
as he sat in the stage box she no- 
ticed that he was crying, too. “I 
just loved him for that,” she ex- 
claimed.

T is a dreadful thing when the 
hairs of one’s head are numbered 
and the numbers lessen to such 
an extent that the temples show 
thin spots and the rear ringlets 
aren't the grand bush that they 


used to be. This happens after aj

Hair health is 
dependent upon physical vitality to 
a large extent. : 

Thinning locks frighten a wom- 
an. She won’t bear with them, as 
will a man who seems pretty help- 
less when the bald spot looms up. 
She gets’active. When factory hair 
was worn she could pad out. Not 
now. 

Let’s. get down to brass tacks. 
Every hair root rests in a little 
cup-shaped cavity which is a pa- 
pilla. From the papiila it receives 
nourishment from the blood 
streams. As long as the papilla is 


alive and working, the loss’ of a 


shaft means nothing because an 
understudy will come right’ along 
and take its place. A certain 
amount of moulting goes on all the 
time. If it didn’t, a hair shaft 
would grow to be many yards long. 
It pushes forth from the scalp at 
the rate of six inches a-year. When 
it reaches a certain length its work 
is done, it is dead tissue; drops 


out. Or the ends fluff away. 


WHILE THE hair shafts 
brushing and grooming to keep 
them lustrous, the real need is at- 
tention to the scalp. The scalp, un- 
like other portions of the body, gets 
no exercise to stimulate blood 
streams and keep fibers atrong.

The thicker and more 
resilient this brain cap, the bet- 
ter the circulation, the healthier 
the glorious crown. When ‘ this 
cushion loses tone and tightens, 
the hirsute halo is impaired. 

There’s no sense scoffing at scalp 
massage. It is the best possible 
means of putting the hair in condi- 
tion. The use of a hair tonic is ad- 
visable because these preparations 
are designed to warm the flesh, and 
a glowing skin surface means that 
blood streams are tearing round at- 
| tending to the job.

SPREAD OUT fingers and 
thumbs, send the thumbs in circles, 
digging deeply into the flesh. Bring- 
ing thumbs and fingers together, 
lift up the scalp. Do the rotary 
movement all round the hairline, for- 
ward, sides and at the nape. You 
will find that the scalp is tighter at 
the sides, crown and front—places 
where the hair first starts to thin, 
At the back, where the hair usually 
stays thick, there is fairly heavy 
cushion. 

Every 10 days use hot mineral oil 
—get the light gravity kind because 
it washes out more easily—and ap- 
ply it as hot as the flesh can bear. 
Friction for five or 10 minutes, go 
to bed. In the morning shampoo 
the hair with melted soap, have an- 
other rousing old rubbing.

They 
haven’t made shirts with detacha- 
bles in seven or eight years and 
then only for one last old customer, 
a lawyer fellow—they’ve forgotten ~ 
his name—who had been wearing | 
them since the 60s. They hadn't 
had anything but reorders for 10 
or 12 years before that. Quite a 
few officers had them built during 
the war as complements to the 
stocks they had to wear with the 
old-style tunics, but there were no 
new orders after that. Brooks | 
Bros., however, still has half a 
dozen customers who wear nothing | 
else. They are all old gentlemen 
and requests are all 
Haven't had a new order in their 
custom department in 20 years. The 
executive we talked to seemed 
rather sad about it. Nobody in New 
York, so far as we could discover, 
carries shirts made for detachables 
ready made except the costume 
companies.

It is very simple and easy to 
accomplish once you know the “for- 
mula” and the method of applying 
it. Glazing may be used to give the 
walls the effect of being wood-pan- 
eled but this usually requires expert 
workmanship; or it may be used 
over another color to give an un- 
even texture to the painted wall 
which is extremely effective.

A WIDELY-KNOWN decorator 
has divulged his secret formula for 
a brown glaze which I will pass on 
to you but he has the interesting 
theory that if this glaze is applied 
over a pink paint the wall will pre- 
sent an attractive, textured effect.

Technique of 


Washing Gloves 


We all know how to wear gloves, 
but do we know how to wash them 
correctly? Be sure to only attempt 
to wash gloves marked washable. 
This is the way: Put the gloves 


.on the hands and wash quickly in 


a basin of lukewarm water, remov- 
ing badly soiled spots with a soft 
brush. Roll them from the wrist 
—do not pull, then wash the inside. 
After squezzing the water out, rinse 
in lukewarm water twice. 

Squeeze from the fingers to the 
cuff so as not to break the seams. 
Do not twist or wring. Roll the 
gloves in a bath towel to take out 
excess moisture. 

After squeezing, blow into the 
glove to straighten the fingers, then 
lay flat on a towel with fingers 
pointing towards you, and roll up in 
the towel, beginning with the fin- 
gers, Do not expose to excessive 
heat while drying. . 

Blow into them again and then 
lay them flat on a towel, gently 
easing into shape, If the glove is 
of two colors, put tissue paper in- 
side them while drying. «

Fringes, tassels, braids, 
and pipings are in demand. 
seems to be a desire for that bit 
of extra ornamentation that can 
add a custom-made touch even to 
the simplest piece of furniture. 

Of course, these trimmings must 
be selected and handle with care; 
otherwise the result will be any- 
thing but desirable. 

If you don’t want to go in for 
these things, or for fringe or braid, 
perhaps you will consider the moss 
edgings now becoming so popular. 
At: first these were used for tai- 
lored lamp shades, but now they 
are .used as seaming for slip cov- 
ers, upholstery for sofa cushions 
or for bedspreads. Some are quite 
wide, and are all fluffed out. These 
pipings, narrow or -wide, come in 
various materials and in all sorts 
of colorings. When using these 
edgings, consider carefully for 
what upholstery or article they are 
to be employed. The same goes 
for fringe. For the edges of sofa 
cushions and draperies, there are 
nice, little, fluffy tasseled fringes, 
and for the lower edges of sofas of 
the ornamental type, there are 
long, rich. fringe borders. 


IF YOU like to experiment with 
windows, you will like the little ball 
fringes of various materials made 
for tie-back curtains, or for heavy, 
rich fringes to serve in lieu of va- 
lance or cornice. One beautiful 
fringe. uses pure silk and raw silk, 
soft yarns and hard twisted yarns. 
In lieu of a cornice, we saw a 
looped fringe made of heavy, raw 
silk. For valance treatments, there 
are wide, long fringes in cotton or 
silk ball patterns. 

Bandings, braids and gimps are 
available in ever-increasing vari- 
ety. Plain draperies achieve quite 
an air with handsome, patterned 
bandings, and we have seen Vene- 
tian blinds still further beautified 
by using ornamental bandings as 
tapes. Narrow cotton braids and 
silk ones with looped fringes on 
each side are lifesavers for hid- 
ing seams. The colorings used for 
these furniture braids are lovely, 


and there are any number of grand | 


color combinations. The same goes 
for gimps and beautiful trimmings 
made of fine cords of various col- 
ors, braided together in intricate 
patterns. 


Hot Spiced Cider

HEN we Americans. give

VERYONE has his or her own 

| theories, but we firmly declare 
that what this country really 
needs is a well-filled cookie. jar. 
You don’t have to have a jar, you 
know, because a crock, pan or plate 


1 will do. 


Generally speaking, there are 
two kinds of cookies, dropped and 
rolled. Ice box cookies, which are 
mixed, chilled thoroughly, and then 
sliced and baked, might make a 
third group, while the cup cake 
might be called the first cousin to 
the cookie. 

Date drop cookies are delicious 
and lend themselves to some tasty 
variations. Sift two cups flour, 
one-half teaspoon salt and. two 
teaspoons baking powder., Mix one- 
half package sliced dates through 
flour with finger tips. Cream one- 
half cup shortening and stir in 
two-thirds cup of sugar, gradually, 
then one unbeaten egg.» Mix well, 
add one-quarter cup milk and one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. Stir in dry 
ingredients. Drop by spoonfuls on 
well-oiled baking sheet and bake 
in moderately hot oven until 
cookies are firm to touch and gold- 
en brown in color.

FOR SOME tasty oatmeal cook- 
ies, mix two cups fine oatmeal, 
one-half cup brown sugar and one 
cup seedless raisins, and add one 
and one-half cups flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoon salt and one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, all sifted. Mix one-half cup 
melted butter, one-half cup white 
corn syrup and two well-beaten 
eggs. Combine mixtures and drop 
from tip of spoon onto well-oiled 
baking sheet and bake in moderate 
oven (400 F.) for about 15 minutes. 
For ginger rice cookies, sift one 
and one-half cups flour, measure, 
then sift again with one and one- 
quarter teaspoons baking powder, 
one-quarter teaspoon salt and one- 
half teaspoon cinnamon. Cream 
one-quarter cup butter, add one 
cup of firmly-packed brown sugar, 
gradually, and cream well. Add 
two egg*, one at a time, beating 
well after each addition. Add one 
cup cooked rice, one-quarter cup pre- 
served or candied, finely-chopped 
ginger, one tablespoon preserved 
ginger syrup, one-half cup walnut 
meats and then the flour. Mix un- 
til well blended. Drop by teaspoon- 
fuls on lightly-greased baking sheet 
and bake in moderately-hot oven 
for 12 to 15 minutes.

12 SERVINGS. 
Beat .until soft: One cup suet 
(one-half pound). Add gradually:

FLUFFY HARD SAUCE. 


INEAPPLE — fresh, in all its 
Proust spikey elegance; canned, 

in every form, sliced, crushed, 
diced, and juice—its heavy, warm 
fragrance seems to halt the rapid 
advance of fall. 


Not so long ago, pineapple was 
considered a luxury; for it was dif- 
ficult to find a fruit which was 
ripe enough to be fragrant and mel- 
low, and yet not too soft. But now, 
like most of cur former food lux- 
uries, the fragrance and the mel- 
lowness of ripe pineapple has beea 
caught and sealed in cans. Still, for 
some reason, we continue to think 
of it, in the queer way our minds 
work, as a luxury. Only (we have 
changed enough for this) we call it 
an “available luxury.” 


Canned pineapple is the only 
plant-ripened pineapple that can be 
purchased here. Unlike most fruits, 
pineapple will not ripen to its true 
flavor if it is picked green, and, to 
be shipped “fresh,” 1t must be 
picked green. So canned pineapple 
really has more of the actual pine- 
apple flavor than the fresh fruit, be- 
cause the fruit for canning is picked 
ripe. Its natural sugars are devel- 
oped to the full. 

Crushed pineapple is of the same 
grade as the sliced variety. When 
sliced pineapple is canned, the raw 
fruit is peeled, then cut into a 
cylinder the size of the can into 
which the slices are to be packed. 
If the pineapple is larger than the 
can, the excess is cut off, and this 
part is canned later as crushed 
pineapple. 

In this form, it makes a pleasing 
bit of concentrated flavor when 
used as a garnish for rice or tapioca 
pudding, or a sauce for ice’ cream. 
Crushed pineapple should’ be used 
in those dishes in which flavor is 
more important than definite tex- 
ture. In jellies, for instance, or in 
desserts made light by egg white, 
and in baked puddings. 

Pineapple juice is not the syrup 
drained from sliced or canned pine- 
apple. It is really pineapple juice 
which has been expressed from the 
fresh pineapple as juice is reamed 
from an orange. Unless labeled 
otherwise, it contains only the nat- 
ural sugars. After a taste of it, a 
pleasant, tingling sensation is felt on 
the back of the tongue; and you 
think of fresh pineapple, freshly 
shredded. 

Selecting a fresh pineapple is a 
different matter. They are not la- 
beled as to type of contents. Tradi- 
tion gives various rules, If the cen- 
ter of the bottom springs back when 
lightly pressed, the fruit is ripe. If 
the center leaves of the crown pull 
out with a very slight jerk, the fruit 
is ripe. But the wrath of the fruit- 
stand man, as he eyes a row of 
bruised pineapples and picks up 
scattered plumage, must be con- 
‘sidered. 

The best method, and.the most 
successful, is to take the pineapple 
carefully in the hand, weigh it, and 
smell it. This won't hurt the pine- 
apple, and it will indicate whether

VERY little child who wants 
Daddy to make this rocker for 
Christmas, say “I.” 

Well, men, now that the din has 
subsided we'll get to work! Chief 
among the features of this sturdy 
little chair is its low cost. Almost 
any kind of hardwood is suitable 
for the frame and, in a pinch, even 
white pine can be used if that is 
all you: have on hand. : 


As shown in the illustration, the 
various parts are lathe-turned. This 
does make a better looking job, 
but if you have no lathe, you can 
use square stock for the main parts, 
beveling or rounding off the cor- 
ners with a wood rasp and sand- 
paper. The chair rungs are stock 
%-inch birch dowels, obtainable at 
hardware stores and lumber yards 
for a few cents each. Little need be 
said about the actual turning, for 
this design is so simple that turning 
sizes can be taken directly from 
Handicraft Plan No, 50, which is 
fully dimensioned. 


When the frame parts are com- 
pleted, holes are bored at specified 
locations to take the ends of the 
pieces during assembly and the mor- 
tises also are cut to receive the ends 
of the two curved slatg at the back 
of the chair. Unless otherwise spe- 
cified, the doweled ends of the 
arms, legs, etc., are turned to %- 
inch diameter. This done, the parts 
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SEAT WEAVING. 


are set aside for the time being. 

Stock for the rockers should 
be two pieces 20 inches by 3 inches 
by 1% inches. On one, lay out the 
rocker curve as detailed, springing 
a light stick around the points to 
aid in marking a smooth curve. 
Following this, the two pieces are 
nailed or screwed together and both 
are bandsawed at the same time, 
If this is done by hand; a keyhole 
or coping saw will do the work. 
The sawed rockers are then left 
fastened together while they are 
filed and sanded smoothly; then 
bored to receive the legs. 

The two slats that form the chair 
back must be bent to shape before 
assembly. This is easy to do. The 
pieces are first boiled in hot water 
for about 20 minutes. Meanwhile, 
the simple jig illustrated in picture 
is made ready. Then, quickly take 
the wood from the water and before 
it can lose its heat, clamp both 
pieces in the vise. About 24 hours 
are required for the wood to dry 


out, after which it is sanded smooth .

URING cold weather, most of 
D:: like food that is simple but 

different from ordinary fare. So 
here we are with some supper sug- 
gestions and recipes that are not 
too hard on the budget. 

Chicken a la king is all very well, 
but it is expensive, so substitute 
sausage. With the main dish, 
served on toast points, offer a to- 
mato aspic ring filled with fresh 
vegetables, a raspberry tart des- 
sert, salted nuts and coffee.

(equal parts salami, bologna, cerve- 
lat), one cup cooked mushrooms, 
one tablespoon chopped pimiento, 
one tablespoon chopped green pep- 
per and two cups thin cream sauce. 
Combine all ingredients and heat, 
If desired, add three tablespoons 
sherry just before serving. These 
amounts will yield six portions. 

For a nice buffet meal on Sat- 
urday night, we suggest clam juice 
with toasted pilot crackers, baked 
beans, frankfurters with apple 
stuffing, buttered brown bread, 
stuffed cabbage, dill pickles, chili 
sauce, lemon tarts, cheese and cof- 
fee. That’s real he-man fare, but 
you'll find that the fair sex won't 
despise it. For the main dish, you 
will want 122 frankfurters, three- 
quarters cup chopped tart apples, 
12 narrow strips bacon and tooth- 
picks. Place frankfurters in cold 
water, bring to boil and remove. 
Cut each in two, lengthwise. Fill 
each frankfurter, sandwich style, 
with apples. Wrap one strip of 
bacon around each sausage, secur- 
ing ends with toothpicks, Place un- 
der broiler until bacon is cooked 
on all sides. Serve very hot.

66°F! HE other day I noticed a 
T queer fluttering sensation in 
the. region of my heart, and 
found when I put my hand on my 
pulse.that the beat would. skip 
every once in a while. I am 50 
years old and worried for fear 
this means the beginning of the 
heart disease of middle age you 
hear so much about nowadays.” 

This is a very common experi- 
ence, especially at that age. I found 
the other day in a book by ohe 
‘of the greatest English surgeons, 
‘James Paget, called “Studies of Old 
Case-Books”—what a name for a 
book, and what stories every doc- 
‘tor could get out of his old case 
records!—the following: 

“In the early part of July, 1886, 
I chanced to-find that my pulse 
beat irregularly. It may have done 
-| 80 before I observed it, for I was 
not in the habit of feeling it, and 
only by chance did so now, while 
sitting with+my hands clasped, so 
that the beating of the digital ar- 
teries could be felt in the mutually 
compressed fingers. The irregular- 
ity Was in the frequent missing 
of one beat. Three or four or more 
would follow regularly; then, one 
would be missing .. . With this ir- 
regularity of pulse I was not con- 
scious of any change in my feel- 
ings of health. My physician found 
nothing wrong in the heart sounds. 
About two months later my holi- 
day-time came and I went to the 
Pyrenees.

NEW ORLEANS, Noy, 21. 
ED BAITING, a now familiar phenome-

Neighbors spy upon neighbors.

Business and professional men have estab- 
lished a huge espionage system to further 
their campaign against “Communism.” Vic- 
tims of their attack are not only actual Com- 
munists—of whom there are probably fewer 
than 100 in the city—but Socialists, labor 
leaders, public speakers whose views are dis- 
liked, college professors—in short, anyone 
who it is feared might promote the organiza- 
tion of labor in a city where unions are so 
weak that girls work in factories for as little 
as 7 and 8 cents an hour. 

The black list of the red-baiters includes 
such speakers as Stuart Chase, economist; 
Sherwood Eddy, social worker, and Norman 
Thomas, Socialist presidential candidate. 
Benevolent institutions permitting anyone on 
the list to speak in their buildings are threat- 
ened with reprisals, including exclusion from 
the Community Chest. 

Sponsors of lyceum lecture courses are 
warned not to engage speakers not approved 
in advance. Pressure is being applied to the 
Board of Administration of Tulane University 
to investigate the activities of ‘liberal’ 
members of the faculty. 

To the city’s comparatively small intellec- 
tual group who are’ not afraid to think be- 
yond their environment, already victims of 
social, political and economic pressure, the 
situation has deep significance apart from 
its immediate phases.

made of the arrest of William E.. Binkley, 
paid secretary of the Communist party here; 
Miss Eleanora Hoagland, then an industrial 
secretary for the Y. W. C. A., and a friend 
who attempted to speak to them as they were 
taken to the police station. The friend was 
subsequently freed after being beaten, jailed 
and tried—when it was discovered he was a 
registered Democrat. 

Binkley and Miss Hoagland, who had been 
on the suspect list because of her activities 
among wage-earners and at liberal meetings, 
were arrested by the police Red squad, who 
burst into Binkley’s apartment. The raid 
was made without a warrant. Binkley testi- 
fied later that the leader of the squad, when 
asked for his authority, replied: ‘“‘My fist is 
my warrant.’’ 

The raid occurred at 10:30 o'clock at 
night, The prisoners were held incommuni- 
cado, moved from station house to station 
house, and secreted from attorneys who were 
told they were ‘‘held for Federal authorities.’ 


It was not until the next afternoon, when it. 


developed the Federal authorities contem- 
plated no charge against them, that their 
lawyers could see them. 


If Not on One Charge, 


Then Another; Convicted. 

The police then charged them under a 
catch-all city ordinance, which covers every- 
thing from peace disturbance and vagrancy 
to “being dangerous and suspicious charac- 
ters.” Miss Hoagland, who was subsequently 
fired from her job, was acquitted in Re- 
corder’s Court, but Binkley was fined $25 and 
sentenced to 25 days in jail. His conviction 
was upheld in the Criminal District Court 
and at this writing efforts are being made 
to set it aside. 

In upholding the conviction, Judge William 
J. O’Hara held that “precipitation of riots 
and bloodshed is not an honest means of 
support.” ‘ 

The purpose of Communist literature seized 
in Binkley’s rooms and the object of its pro- 
ponents, the Judge ruled, “is to stir up 
strife, incite public disorder and riots, and 
to foment the frenzied, promiscuous and 
wholesale slaughter of one another by mem- 
bers of what are now peace loving and law 
abiding communities.” 

This remarkable pronouncement included 
the statement that suth literature would re- 
sult in each citizen engaging in such conflict 
that “he will have no time to look to his 
institutions and libraries and that proponents 
may then appropriate the Government and 
operate it to suit their own ideas.” 

The Judge declared freedom of speech was 
not an issue, in the case, and said the issue 
was “whether or not the precipitations of riot 
and bloodstied is or is not an honest means 
of support.” . 

The literature seized in Binkley’s room in- 
cluded. copies. of the Communist platform, 
copies of the acceptance speeches of the Com- 
munist candidates for President and Vice- 
President, copies of the new Soviet Consti- 
tution, copies of ‘‘Democracy or Fascism,” 
taken from a report made by Earl Browder, 
Communist presidential candidate, at the 
ninth convention of the Communist party; and 
several copies of an article by Browder en- 
titled, “‘Who Are the Americans?’ 

Other material seized included copies of 
the New Masses, the Daily Worker, and La 
France @’Aujourd hui. Handbills calling on 
workers to support the strikers on the Louis- 
jana & Arkansas Railroad were confiscated 
also. 

During Binkley’ s trial the prosecutor con- 
tended that the Communist platform tended 
to-stir up strife ahd was designed to cause 
race conflict... 

In endeayoring to obtain a rehearing, at-

“Binkley himself testified he was.a paid 
secretary of the Communist party, which is 
a duly recognized political party in the United 
States having the same legal status as any 
other political party, including the Democra- 
tic party, of which your honor is a member.” 

Following the raid on Binkley’s apart- 
ment, a committee of five: Evangelical min- 
isters, formulated a protest (which was ig- 
nored) which. dealt also with other lawless 
police activities. It stated: 

‘‘To the Citizens of New Orleans: 

“A committee of citizens meeting inform- 
ally submit this protest against the recent 
local apparent encroachment upon the con- 
stitutional liberties of citizens. 

“To protest the arrest of citizens without 
warrant or apparently other reasonable jus- 
tification therefor. 

“We protest against holding citizens in 
confinement without charges and incommuni- 
cado for many hours. 

“We protest against unreasonable condi- 
tions imposed for allowance of bail. 

“We protest brutal assault upon citizens 
held helpless in the hands of the police. 

‘‘All these invasions of personal rights have 
been recently suffered by American citizens 
in New Orleans, attended by circumstances of 
pain, distress and humiliation. 

‘“‘We call upon all citizens to inform them- 
selves of the serious conditions existing in 
our beloved city as thus revealed. 

“Let them be alert to preserve among us 
the justice and security guaranteed by our 
great American Constitution.”’ 


Another Ordinance Puts 

Premium on Free Speech 

Another city ordinance, designed, like cer- 
tain traffic provisions, to be enforced only 
when desired, which literally places a prem- 
ium on free speech, was called to public at- 
tention last month by Mrs: Louise Jessen, 
State Secretary of the Socialist party, who 
was arranging a protest meeting over the ar-

Slipped into a general taxing ordinance 
adopted in August, after the organization of 
the Coalition of Patriotic Societies——the or- 
ganization behind the red-baiting, of which 
more will be said later on—was a pro- 
vision requiring a_ fee of $10 for a public 
meeting of any nature in the streets or in 
halls. Violation may be punished by 90 days 
in jail and a fine of $100. Mrs. Jessen, who 
desired to hold the meeting in a public park- 
way, refused to pay the $10. Previously, 
street meetings paid a nominal fee of 25 
cents, which, ironically enough, went to the 
Police Pension Fund. 

Mayor Maestri, who is one of ‘the foremost 
political powers in the State since the demise 
of Huey P. Long, offered to pay the fee him- 
self, but Mrs. Jessen refused. He then said, 
“Well, you give me $10 and you can hold 
four meetings.” She declined to “buy free 
speech at a bargain.”’ 

The night. before the meeting, however, 
after publicity had been given the confer- 
ences, a messenger arrived from the Mayor 
bearing a permit and a: note stating that. the 
authorities desired the meeting to be,held 
regardless of legal considerations. 

“Mrs. Jessen also made a:test case on :an 
ordinance of similar type forbidding: the dis- 
tribution of handbills but applied in“practice 
only to giving out of handbills of political 
parties.

In Gibson’s opinion an alliance 
of Great Britain, Russia and 
France against Italy, Germany 
and possibly Japan is almost in- 
evitable, although he adds a doubt 
as to whether British publie opin- 
ion would favor aid to Russia in 
the event that Germany concen- 
trated an attack on the Soviets 
and ignored France for the time 
being. 


Looks for Aid to France. 


“If France were to be attacked, 
Britain would immediately come 
to her aid,’ Gibson said. “For 
that would be, apart from the 
threat of the rise of Fascism 
throughout the world, merely a 
matter of self-defense. Of course, 
the situation is complicated by 
the pact that exists between 
France and Russia. If one is the 
victim of aggression, then the 
other will come to her aid.” 

With remarkable unanimity the

On Week's Program 


ERGEI RACHMANINOFF’S 
S new Symphony No. 3 in A Minor 

will be presented for the first 
times locally by the.St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra at its concerts 
Friday afternoon and Saturday 
evening, at the Municipal Audi- 
torium Opera House. The com- 
poser, appearing as soloist on the 
same program, will play his C 
Minor piano concerto with the or- 
chestra. 

A third featuré.of the week will 
be first Americam)performance of 
a revision of the Comcerto de Chiesa 
(Church Concerto) of the Seven- 
teenth Century Italian composer, 
Evaristo Felice dall’Abaco. 

Rachmaninoff is coming as solo- 
ist with the St. Louis Symphony 
for the third consecutive year. His 
new symphony was played for the 
first time anywhere by the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra on Nov. 6, under 
direction of Leopold Stokowski, and 
by the same orchestra four days 
later in New York City. St. Louis 
will be the third city to hear it, 

The new work was begun by 
Rachmaninoff in the spring of 1935 
and completed last August.. The 
com — te his first symphony 
in 1895 and completed his second in 
1907. The latest is reported to be 
characterized by the same sweep- 
ing cantabile phrases, dark moods 
and lyrical and defiant passages as- 
sociated with the pianist previ- 
ously. 

The composer last played his C- 
Minor Concerto with the local sym- 
phony orchestra during the 1932-33 
season. 

The American premiere composi- 
tion by dall’'Abaco was edited and 
revised for modern string orchestra 
by the French. conductor and com- 
poser, Rhene-Baton, who will be re- 
membered for his revision of Corel- 
li’'s “Concerto Grosso in B Minor,” 
which the orchestra played in Janu- 
ary, 1935. The composer was a 
member of the earliest Italian 
school, which created the founda- 
tions on which many of the modern 
musical forms grew, and which in- 
cluded Vitali, Torreli, Corelli, Scar- 
latti, Vivaldi and Couperin. 

On Dec. 4 and 5, the symphony's 
program will consist of works for 
orchestra exclusively, featuring 
Haydn’s “London” symphony and 
Sibelius’ First Symphony.

About 7 o'clock the first members of the relief party reached 
the marooned man. They were his father, his brother and Emil 
Anderson. They climbed down to him from above. 


began the long and difficult task of getting Lloyd down. 

First, ropes were lowered from above to steady workers on 

the narrow ledge; Anderson and Joe had pulled up these men 

from a lower ledge which they had reached by crawling up a 

crevasse alongside the cliff. Lioyd was lowered by ropes to this 

second ledge. Five men, braced in toe and hand holds at inter: 

vals in the crevasse and roped together, got him the rest of the 

way down the cliff. When he came down within reach of each 

he was hauled into the crevasse, re-roped and lowered to the next 
station—passed from man to man. 

Even after he had reached the foot of the cliff the stretcher 
which the rescuers had brought along could not be used. The 
1000-foot slope still to be traveled was so steep that they had to 
slide him down to the canyon floor. Lloyd took the ‘jolting 
without a whimper. 

On comparatively level ground in the bed of the canyon, 
Lioyd was placed on the stretcher and carried six miles to the

A 
working knowledge

Then he went

ing to the position of agent for his 
company at Penang, he became angry 
at what seemed to him unjust treat- 
ment by his employers, threw up his 
job and went to work for J. B. A. 
Kessler, managing director of a small 
oil company operating in that region. 
The company was impressively named 
the Royal Dutch Company for the 
Working of Petroleum Wells in the 
Netherlands Indies. It had been or- 
ganized in 1890 with a capital of 
about half a million. It became the 
nucleus of the gigantic Royal Dutch- 
Shell combine. 

It was in 1896 that Deterding thus 
went into the ofl business—which 
then consisted almost entirely of the 
production and sale of kerosene. He 
devoted his attention to the marketing 
side of the business. One of the first 
things he did, after a survey, was to 
have the commissions of selling agents 

reduced. Then he

In 1900 Kessler died, and Deter- 
ding was chosen to succeed him as 
managing director; he was 34 years 
old. That same year he made his 
first trade agreement with a competi- 
tor, an agreement by several of the 
smaller firms merely to maintain a 
fixed schedule of prices.

With clock-like precision the pre- 
liminaries were carried out, the heavy 
blade fell and the law had again been 
satisfied with expediency. 

This time, however, to his astonish- 
ment, M. de Paris saw a short, spec- 
tacled man jump from the nearest wit- 
ness box, closely followed by several 
others, and address himself to the 
head now laying face upward in the 
basket with a frantic: ‘Mercier, Mer- 
cier! Do you hear me? Do you hear 
me?’’ 


HAT happened next left Ana- 
V \ tole Deibler first paralyzed 

with horror in spite of his long 
years on the job. And then his legs 
gave way and he leaned heavily 
against the wood parapet, for from the 
severed head came a crackling voice: 
“Yes, I hear you, but tell Deibler to 
straighten his cravat!’’ Anatole me- 
chanically felt his tie which actually 
had become disarranged, while his 
eyes were fascinated by the face of his 
victim, whose eyes were now closed 
forever, but a mocking smile seemed 
to play on his lips. 

The general panic in the adjacent 
stands and the precipitous flight of 
all officials with expressions of horror 
in their faces made everyone else feel 
that the: experiment had met with 
more than success. Someone in the 
crowd must have kept his head, how- 
ever, for it was not long afterwards 
that the truth came out. 

A reporter from the “Matin” sheep- 
ishly admitted having played the joke 
and lamely apologized for his ill taste. 
When he gave an exhibition of his 
ability as a ventriloquist and repeated 
the words which many would have 
sworn came from the severed head, he 
narrowly escaped being lynched by the 
mob. The poor fellow nearly lost his 
life, but definitely lost his job with 
the “Matin.” Indignation was wide- 
spread and brought many articles in 
the French press branding the act as 
outrageous and arousing sentiment 
against public executions. 

That M. de Paris is not utterly with- 
out feelings is demonstrated by anoth- 
er unfortunate incident in Orleans. 

M. Deibler, whose guillotine re- 
ceives meticulous care and never fails 
to work perfectly, was faced with the 
situation of causing a poor evildoer to 
suffer a most inhuman experience. 

The board was already lowered and 
the blade should have fallen many 
seconde before, but M. Deibier’s 
frantic pressing on the release with 
his gloved hand brought no re- 
sults. 

There was the poor devil, terror- 
stricken, looking here and there as if 
seeking escape or assistance, and ev- 
eryone praying for the scene to have 
a quick ending. The cord that should 
have released the knife had become 
entangled! Minutes of torture for 
the condemned, in which he made the 
most heart-rending shrieks of terror. 
As he worked with the cord, Anatole 
Deibler suddenly leaned over and 
spoke in a voice no one had ever heard 
him use: “Have no fear.” He said, 
compassionately, “It ig not so bad.” 
The victim was transformed from a 
cowering maniac to a calm and patient 
sufferer.

HE flame-lit path 
along which the 
light feet of Mata 
Hari danced their 
dance of death dur- 
ing the World War 
has led one more

ever, on the strange and terrible 
story of love and bloodshed which 
the enigmatic dancer began s0 
many years ago. 


Mata Hari was kiiled by a 


French firing squad on a rifle 
range at Vincennes in 1917, con- 
victed of having trafficked with 
the enemy. 

Nineteen years later, in the gar- 
den of a monastery near the town 
of Penafior, in Spain, a monk 
named Pedro de Mortisac also 
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faced a firing squad. When the - 


echoes of its ragged volley died 
away, and his body slumped down 
to the trampled turf, the last lover 
of Mata Hari had gone to join the 
shadows in the train of t .e wom- 
an who had remade his life. 

Pedro de Mortisac was a man of 
mystery—so much so that several 
spellings of his name are extant. 
He had been a monk for nearly 
20 years. The Spanish firing 
squad that killed him could not 
have known that it was writing 
“finis’’ to one of the most grim 
and romantic of all the World 
War legends. 

He was executed simply as an 
uncommonly determined and 
heroic fighter for the rebel cause. 

Spanish Government troops had 
advanced upon the town of Pena- 
flor and had sought to occupy the 
monastery of Aula Deli. Word 
was sent that the monastery must 
be abandoned. The rebel troops 
which had been defending the 
town had fled, and the order was 
obeyed—by everyone except De 
Mortisac. He stayed, with a ma- 
chine gun for company, and con- 
ducted a stout, single-handed 
defense against the advance

Mata Hari brought that sort of 
change into a number of lives. 
She was, and still is, a queer and 
mysterious figure—a woman who, 
making men her victims, was her- 
self the victim of forces which 
could not be swayed by a lovely 
face or an alluring body. She in- 
vented a character for - herself, 
lived up to it, and at last died by 
it. 

She was born in Leeuwarden, 
Holland, in 1876, and was bap- 
tized with the unromantic name of 
Margaret Gertrude Zelle. At 14 
she was admitted to a convent. 
At 18, spending a vacation in The 
Hague, she met and married an 
officer in the Dutch Colonial army, 
one Captain Campbell MacLeod— 
a roving soldier of fortune whom 
the years had turned into an ac- 
complished libertine. 


The next few years are obscure. 
Captain MacLeod dabbled in 
blackmail occasionally and found 
his wife willing to help him. He 
disappeared from her life, event- 
ually, and by 1903 or thereabouts 
she bobbed up in Paris, alone, to 
see what sort of forturie a good- 
looking young woman who had 
said good-by to all her scruples 
could find for herself in the cap- 


ital of France. 


She found a good one. She

An artist who 
painted her has recalled that he 
never saw her smile. She was ex- 
tremely superstitious. Large 
amounts of money came into her 
hands, chiefly from her activities 
as dancer and courtesan, and she 
squandered it.

ATA HARI danced in all

pecially in Berlin, and in 
Berlin the groundwork for her 
World War career was iaid. 
She seems to have begun by 
acting as an agent for the German 
secret service, which found that it 
could occasionally get interesting 
information from and about for- 
eign military attaches in Berlin 
with the help of a good-looking 
woman. This work led her deep- 
er and deeper into the game of 
espionage, until, when the World 
War began, she was in too deeply 


to back out, 


She reappeared in Paris, after 
the war began. She gave a num- 
ber of performances of her dance 


‘in the theaters; but she was by

transmitted promptly to Germany. 

She is credited with having giv- 
en the German army advance in- 
formation about the British tanks, 
together with details of their con- 


struction — although it must be

At any rate, Mata Hari was a 
German agent in the French capi- 
tal, and eventually the French 
counter-espionage service caught 
up with her. She was arrested, 
tride by court-martial, found 
guilty of being a spy, and sen- 
tenced to die by a firing squad. 

At the trial her defense was 
conducted by 75-year-old Maitre 
Clunet, a noted advocate, who 
had feen a lover of the dancer 
some: years before and was still 
enamored of her. After her con- 
viction he made an unavailing ap- 
peal for clemency to his personal 
friend, President Poincare, 

Two eminent Frenchmen were 
called as witnesses for the spy. 
One was Jules Cambon, chief of 
staff of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. The other was General 
Messimy, former Minister of War. 
Both had enjoyed her favors. 
Both denied she had tried to get 
information from them. 


ATA HARI insisted at the 
WY that she was not a 

spy, merely a courtesan. 
When confronted with evidence 
that on one occasion she had 
received 30,000 marks from the 
chief of the German espionage 
service she replied that the pay- 
ment was for her services not as 
a spy, but as-@-courtesan; that she 
was the mis of the German 
official. ‘Thirty thousand,”’ she 
said, “was my price. My lovers 
never offered me less.”’ 

Spy H21 listened to her death 
sentence with a smile. 

The case made a tremendous 
sensation. Among her lovers had 
been some of the most important 
men in France. All kinds of in- 
fluence was brought to bear to 
save her. None of it did any 
good. The military authorities 
were inexorable. Mata Hari must 
die. 

There is a strange tale about an 
elaborate rescue scheme which al- 
most worked —-interesting here 
because this Pedro de Mortisac is 
said to have been the man who 
engineered it. 

De Mortisac had been one of 
her lovers; the most devoted of 
the entire lot, apparently. He 
attended her trial and wept when 
she’ was condemned. Then, ac- 
cording to the story, he tried to 
rescue her. _ 

According to this reported plot, 
the firing squad that executed her 
was to be supplied—-with the con- 
nivance of certain friendly officials 
—with blank cartridges. Mata 
Hari would face the rifles, the vol- 
ley would be fired, and she would
